The  Law 
Clerk  in  examining  the  report  inadvertantly,  took  the  column 
which  gave  the  value  of  the  improvements  per  acre  as  indicative 
of  the  price  to  be  charged  per  acre,  instead  of  the  column  in  which 
the  values  were  set  forth.  The  result  of  this  error  was  that  28  acres 
of  the  land  was  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  acre  instead  of 
$7,  44  acres  at  the  price  of  $10,  instead  of  $6,  and  29|  acres  at  a 
price  of  $10  instead  of  $6.  The  ruling  was  signed  by  me, 
assuming  that  the  calculations  were  correct,  the  money  was  paid 
in  and  the  patent  was  ordered.  Subsequently,  our  attention  was 
called  to  the  matter  by  the  purchaser  of  the  lot  through  his  Solici- 
tor, and  upon  re-examination  of  the  Misner  report  the  mistake 
was  discovered,  and  it  was  found  that  we  had  overcharged  the 
sum  of  $988  80.  The  Honourable  Mr.  Harcourt,  whose  firm  had 
been  acting  for  the  purchaser  Mr.  Simpson  and  had  therefor  paid 
in  the  money  on  his  behalf,  applied  to  have  a  refund  of  the  amount 
and  a  requisition  was  made  on  the  Treasury  for  a  refund  of  $988.80. 

The  matter  seems  to  be  entirely  regular'  as  far  as  the  refund  is 
concerned,  the  only  mistake  was  in  the  original  computation  of 
the  prices.  If  there  is  any  further  explanation  required  I  will  be 
very  glad  to  make  it.
